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PREVENTION BEST 
CURE FOR CWE 

Warden Johnston of San Quentin 
Discloses Startling Facts 
to Audience. 


(Contributed by San Mateo County 

Conference of Social Agencies.) 

The San Jose Mercury reports a 
speech given at the State Conference 
of Social Agencies by James A. 
Johnston, warden of San Quentin 
Prison. “He made a statement of the 
State’s policy in its endeavor to fit 
those who offend against the law for 
better citizenship when their terms 
expire.” In this connection Warden 
Johnston said: 

“The policy, that prevails in the 
management of our prisons in this 
State to-day is one of strict discipline 
and training, but without harshness 
or cruelty. The prison directors and 
the warden believe they can con¬ 
tribute most to the lessening of crime 
by managing our prisons in such a 
manner that they may possibly cure 
crime. We regard it as our bounden 
duty to make the man received by 
commitment, and strive in every way 
possible from the day of his entrance 
to train him for better citizenship at 
that time when he will again have 
liberty. We endeavor to supplant 
sickness with health, ignorance with 
knowledge, indolence with industry, 
and despair witli hope, and give 
humane consideration to all in an 
effort to fit as many as possible for 
complete rehabilitation and return to 
society as moral assets instead of 
costly liabilities. We are trying to 
make every man who comes under 
our charge understand: 

“That violation of the law is an ob¬ 
struction in the way of social prog¬ 
ress and that he cannot offend with 
impunity. 

"That he is a part of the social 
machinery of the government. 

“And that however imperfect he 
may find our social or economic con 
ditions, it is the duty of all of us, each 
to the extent of his capacity, to help 
remedy the faulty conditions. 

“That he owes it to himself, his 
family and fellows to make the best 
effort of which he is capable toward 
self-support. 

“That he must respect the personal 
property rights of others. 

“We are trying to teach these things 
by incentive, encouragement and ex¬ 
ample. We are exerting the whole 
power of the State to make him bet¬ 
ter because or his experience—not 
worse—and trying to make that bet¬ 
terment all-sided—physical, mental, 
moral.” 

Preventive Measures. 

Warden Johnston spoke for pre¬ 
ventive measures, saying: 

“We are dealing with social fail¬ 
ures, trying to salvage as much as 
possible of the wreckage. While the 
scientists are searching for the cure 
for crime and criminals, let us give 
some common sense attention to the 
question in the home, the church, the 
school and the playground. 

“Prevention is much easier than 
cure, less difficult, less costly. It is 
about time wo turned our attention 
to preventive measures such as medi¬ 
cal and dental inspection in schools; 
education that really fits for citizen¬ 
ship; vocational training; measures 
tiiat will prevent unemployment; war 
on the habit-forming drugs and ex¬ 
cessive use of alcohol; strong regu¬ 
lation and control of the sale of fire¬ 
arms; recognition of the fact that 
youth is the time for lawlessness, that 
criminal tendencies exert themselves 
early in life and should be checked 
early by proper training in the home, 
the school and the church.” 

Warden Johnston gave figures to 
show the large percentage of youth 
in prison, in connection with which 
lie said, in its essence the crime prob¬ 
lem is a boy problem. 

Ho called upon parents, preachers 
and teachers to attend to their duties 
Jtud obligations, to the end that chil¬ 
dren might grow up trained to meet 
life's demands.

There are still some pessimists in 
the iron trade, despite the fact that 
the general run of feeling is much 
better as a result of the settlement 
of the price dispute and the knowl¬ 
edge that no further conferences will 
be held to detract from the progress 
which may now start any time. It is 
considered a long step in the right 
direction, this release of the iron and 
steel markets from the suspension 
under which business has been con¬ 
ducted. The result of the Industrial 
Board’s efforts to bring about price 
stabilization have resulted in failure, | 
as far as the stabilization of the iron j 
industry is concerned. 

The question now intriguing the 
iron industry is as to when the buy¬ 
ing movement, which has been held 
back, will start in earnest. The trade 
will not soon forget the showing 
made in the production rate recently, 
announced for last month. Buying 
has been on a hand-to-mouth basis 1 
for so long that many interests con¬ 
fess to be unable to visualize just 
what active conditions are. 

The condition of the market is still 
generally dull. There are some sec¬ 
tions, particularly in the South, where 
an active demand is reported for pipe, 
and this branch of the industry is 
expected to pick up even more than 
it has in the past on account of the 
natural call for the commodity, which 
is needed to push through construc¬ 
tion work in many cities and towns. 
The report from the Connellsville re¬ 
gion on the coke output for the week 
ended May 3 showed a further shrink¬ 
age in the volume of production, the 
figure being 133,453 tons, compared 
with 133,630 tons for the previous 
week and witli 133,606 tons reported 
for the corresponding period of the 
previous year.

hardly see it, thus cutting consumption to a minimum. 

It is unfair and un-American to single out any industry for special taxes 
and measures such as tills should he repealed.

Yes, it was a great joke. Not only 
had this raw youngster moved “ ’way 
out to the edge of town,” where no¬ 
body would ever find the place, but he 
“just threw away 25 per cent of his 
capital.” 

To-day there is only one of those 
wise men in business, and he's on a 
side street, and you hear little about 
him. Mr. Lytton's store has grown 
into a State street skyscraper, and in 
those thirty-two years he has spent 
more than $5,000,000 in newspaper 
advertising. 

Mr. Lytton told the story at a birth¬ 
day dinner the other night in the 
Blackstone Hotel. He’s one of those 
wiry, restless, active captains of in¬ 
dustry you read about, with wide 
shoulders and prodigious fists. He’s 
more than 70, yet on each side of 
the bald furrow in the center of his 
head the hair is jet black, with only a 
few white hairs showing. 

“It may seem strange,” he said, “but 
the people believe what they read in 
the newspapers. That’s what makes 
advertising in the newspapers so 
valuable. I have always made it a 
point to state the truth exactly, never 
to exaggerate. I would rather have 
the customer a little surprised when 
he looked at the goods than a little 
disappointed. 

“I’ve tried advertising on bill¬ 
boards, in street cars, in magazines 
and pamphlets, in novelties. I once 
sent up a flock of balloons with letters 
tied to them, and prizes—$500, $100 
and other awards—to the finders. 

“I stuck up sign posts all over the 
city, with hubs on the top of them, you 
know, and the street names. Well, 
some of them went for kindling wood, 
some were torn down by the city when 
they put up street signs. I tried many 
other ways of advertising—but the 
newspapers proved by all means the 
best, and I kept everlastingly at it. 
Advertising is to the building up of 
a business what steam is to com¬ 
merce.”

The Board of Trustees of the city 
of Daly City met at the usual time and 
place Monday evening May 12, 1919. 
Upon roll call Woodhouse, Meeks and 
Smith, the Attorney, Engineer and 
Clerk, are noted present. Trustees 
Ross and O’Rourk appeared during 
the reading of the minutes. 

The minutes of the meeting held 
April 28 were read and approved. 

A communication was received from 
the Crocker Improvement Club asking 
that Templeton avenue be repaired. 
Referred to the Street Committee. 

A communication from the State 
Compensation Insurance Fund, In the 
matter of Insurance carried by con¬ 
tractors doing work for the city, was 
read and filed. 

A communication from Company 
No. 3, Fire Department, In the matter 
of the purchase by the city of the 
Vista Grande Park, was read and re¬ 
ferred to the Public Improvements 
Committee. 

Application for gasoline permit- at 
6806 Mission street by William J. 
Sweeney was read, and, upon motion, 
ordered granted. 

A communication was received from 
the Board of Fire Commissioners, 
recommending the expenditure of $20 
for repairs to the firehouse of Com¬ 
pany No. 3. Upon motion, the ex¬ 
penditure was authorized. 

The regular monthly reports were 
read and ordered filed. 

The Street Committee reported that 
the matter of repairing Templeton 
avenue had already been taken care 
of, and that the rock ordered would 
be spread within the next few days. 

Ordinance No. 120, fixing the 
salary of the City Recorder at $20 per 
month, was read for its second read¬ 
ing and passed by the unanimous vote 
of the Board. 

Bills amounting to $1067.49, having 
been approved by the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, were read, and, upon motion, 
were ordered paid. 

Upon motion, the Attorney was In¬ 
structed to bring suit against the H. 
F. Suhr Company and Dr. Mary A. 
Dangle of 118 Sadowa street, for dam¬ 
ages done to fire hydrants caused by 
collision. 

Resolution No. 158, being a resolu¬ 
tion instructing the Attorney to pro¬ 
ceed with the necessary condemnation 
proceedings to acquire the remaining 
property needed to complete the 
street openings, was read in full, and, 
upon roll call, passed by the folio" ing 
vote: Ayes, Trustees Meeks, Ross, 
Smith. No, Trustee O’Rourk. Present 
and not voting, Trustee Woodhouse. 

There being no further business to 
transact, the meeting adjourned.
